not. Can it be said of Dr. Graves 
that ho waa doing anything to stop 
the spread of the dieeaee? Ho had 
not even notitied tha board of health 
and in failing tu do tbia ho violated 
the law, and the people with thia 
dieease broken out on tham were 
going around on tbo atreete. We 
can't cesure than, for they h.nd been 
told it waa nothing more than a 
"malignant chiokaa pox." '^A roao 
by any other name wonid eaiaii ae 
sweet, small pox by any other 
name is just as dangerona. It is 
(xissilile fur people to have small pox 
twice, but ia not probable. Maybe 
tboee caaee Dr. Ornvee epeakaof ha J 
tlic chicken pox the first timo. There 
is not any think extni ordinary about 
not having a death In the 100 oaaee 
in and anmnd Dycusburg for tbey 
have had six or aeven hundred cases 
in Union connty and not a aingln 
death that I have heard of. 

Small pox ia a cold weather lUn- 
eaee and the reaeon it haa net>a no 
light liiis liccn due to tho warm 
weather, and now since it ie, or ia 
nkoly to get «old, I am afraid tbd 
g(>,)d people of Crittenden will iicijiii 
tg wake up to the eerionanesa of this 
dlaeaeo.

So I juiirneyed from .\tlanta to 
(ireenville, and there changid ears for 
my destination, wliich was only IJo 
miles away. It was ni;,'lit when I 
reached the jilace. .My good friend. .M r. 
Padgett, who Is the d eiiioeiat ie post- 
master, took me lo Ills lioiise. I had mil 
M en llif town, for it was c|iiiie dnrk. 
"What is the prospect for an aiidii neeV" 
I inipiiruil. "N'ery good," he said. "1 
think you will have several hundred 
Iiso]de out to hear you." "Why, how 
large i« your town? What in your pop- 
ulation?" "About 7,iinii." hii said. 1 
was amazed. A town twice as large' as 
C&rtersville, and I never heard of it, and 
it is not on my map. He explained by- 
saving that It was only 1'^ years old, 
and had four large cotton mill* th.it 
employed over 2,U00 operative*, and 
coiuiumed nearly lOO.OOu bale* of cot- 
ton, and the company owned aome 3,n >ii 
acrea of land, and alt tba botues and 
atores and ehurehca and several miles 
of the river. "Did you advertise me 
pretty well?" I asked. "Oh, yes! " he 
said.

"Publish it in the papers .' " 
said I. "Xo, no. We have no papers 
here, and no printing oilice. Wa did n't 
even have a poster or a handbill, but 
wc talked it a good deal." Well, I li^ 
tcned and wondered, and my confldencc 
was shaken. After a bountiful supper 
and a little mixing up with the chil- 
dren, we went to tba large church where 
I wn/i to hold forth, and found it already 
pretty well fllted.

Proclamation 

Of the Crittenden County Board 
of Health: 



Whorras, It has come lo tlif i<iio\vIeilL;<; ol this Board 
that small po\ exists as ail i-|'id« !ni(: at D) cusburj,' in this 
county, it being estimated that at least seventy live or eij^hty 

ca.ses have occurred or ar.^ now there in various stages of the ,,t„,„^ ^^-i, ^^^^.^ ^ j,,,, „ti, n.le. to ti.e 
disease, and ALl lKS oi- i.AW. 

Whereas, The authorities there have failed to take any 
fificient measures to prevent the spread of the disease in their 
own or to other communitif^s until such indifference to the 
disease lias developed and such conditions prevail as to great- 
i\ ' iulaiior(^r the health and lives of the people of the nntire 
cuinmunity. 



Now, therefore, be it known, that the County Boud o< 

Health, in the exercise of authority vested in it by law, -.x.^ 

if) the <lis( liar^e uf a pressiii;^^ public duty, herrfby declares 
ilie tuN^ii ui Dycusburg, and each uf its inhabitants, to be in 
quarantine; forbids any person to enter or leave said town 
without a permit from the Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of said town, based upon a certificate of recent vac( ination, or 
that the person lias had and is entirely recovered from small 
po.\; forbids any person with small po.\, or from a house 
where small pox exists, to come upon or near any public street
